Prot, Armand Stone, of the Cincinnati 
observatory, observed the new comet last 
migat. He says it is moving rapidly north. 
He is quite positive itis not the comet of 
AB12, but thinks it may be that of 1807, the 
retura of which was not expecied by the 
astronomers for seventeen huodred years. 
He believes it isthe same comet as was 
seen about June 31, by Dr. Gould in South 
America, The apparation is exceedingly 
interesting, and will be watched every 
night by a corps of astronomers at the Cin- 
cinnati observatory.

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“ONE MILLION CALIFORNIA TROUT, 


Seth Green to Steck the Small Streams 
Throughout his State. 
Rocuesrer, June 24.—Within the next 


twenty days Seth Green will distribute one 


million California trout in the small 
Streams and ponds throughout the state. 
Mr. Green says of these trout: ‘They are 


a noble fish for our water. Since the woods 
have been cut away our streams are filled 
with water too warm for our trout, so that 
we find them now only in small, co), spring 
riyulets. The California brook trout will 
live in waterthat is from five degrees to 
eight degrees warmer than our trout can 
endure; and they spawn in the spring. 
Another advantage in their tavor is that 
they hatch in from twenty to forty days, 
while our trout require from fifty to one 
hundred days. The California trout hatch 
in June, when animalcule and flies are 
plenty for their food; while our trout hatch 
early in the spring, in March or April, 


when food is scarce, The cause 
of the failures of many trout-breeders 
is that they do not feed often enough 


nor keep the troughs clean. The stuff that 
is left ip the troughs becomes stale and acts 
upon ‘he fish as anyihing putrid in the 
atmosphere would aflect us. We clean our 
troughs thoroughly twice a day, and feed 
tue trout fOuror five times a day. I am 
going to try the experiment of putting from 
10,000 to 15,000 California trout into Hem- 
lock Jake. It is only an experiment, and 
if it succeeds it will be a grand success.” 


A DIABOLICAL SCHEME. 


The Secret of the Recent Explosions— 
Am Effert b; the Gamblers: to Stop 
Prosecutions. 

New York, June 24—A Madrid dispatch 
states that the police, Tuesday night, seized 
& man in the act of placing a bomb of 30 
centimeters in diameter, charged with 
powder and dynamite, in public places. 
Within the last nine days about thirty 
explosions. Lave alarmed the city at 
night. Several shells have also been found 
in churches and letter boxes. After six 
hours’ obstinate silence the prisoner ad- 
mitted that he was the son of the mana- 
ger of a gambling house, who with others 
-combined in this system of alarm to oblige 
the government to dismiss the governor of 
the city and to cease the prosecution of 
gambiers. The authorities instantly ar- 
rested thirty offenders and managers of 
gambling houses. Many fled, but it was 
necessary to satisfy public opinion, as three 
children had been mangled and maimed 
for life, on Tuesday night, by a shell civen 
them by two well-dressed men, who escaped 
befure the explosion took place. The gam- 
blers arrested will probably receive severe 
sentences.

SELLING OUT. 


THE QUESTION FOR THE LIBRARY. 


An Interview with Several Gentlemen, Whose 
Almost Universal Verdict is to Abandon 
Decatur Street and Settle in Some 


As the time draws nigh for the question 
of sale or non-sale of the library puilding 
to be settled by a vote of members of the 
association, the matter is waxing warm. 
Ata meeting of the board ‘last night a full 
statement of the affairs of the association 
was arranged, and. will be published to- 
morrow for the benefit of the members. 
They will then be enabled to vote with 
theireyes open to the advantages and ds 
advantages of a sale. A correspondence 
between Messrs. Louis Gholstin and P. H. 
Snook has been going on for a few days but 
nothing has come of it. Mr. Gholstin em 
deavored to get Mr. Snook to agree to give 
bond for the lease which he has proposed, 
but Mr. Snook declined to take any such 
steps. So there the matter rests, Mr. Snook 
stating that he would make no proposition 
until the question of sale or no sale was set- 
tled. 


Yesterday one of the lightning-legged 
reporters of Tue Constitution circulated 
among the members in a lively manner, 
and the paperis enabled this morning to 
present the opinions of about forty of the 
leading spirits.of the institution. The 

entlemen who have been interviewed were 
airly selected by an unbiased scribe, and 
their opinions are given just as they were 
expressed, No attempt was made to select 
men of either side, but an effort was made 
to take a fair poll of forty members, 
or about one-twentieth of the whole 
number. The result was certainly very 
surprising to the reporter and may fall like 
a boom among the friends of the library 
who desire that the institution should re- 
tain its present home, Below are the inter- 
views: 

B. H. Hill; Jr.—I was opposed to the pur- 
chase of the present site and favor the sale 
of the building because the location will 
never suit us.

SICK OF THE COUNTRY, 


A Gypsy Family of Immigrants Ke- 
tarnm te Europe. 

New Yorx, June 2#4.—A family of gypsies 
from Bohemia arrived by the steamer As- 
syrian Monarch at Castle Garden last Sat- 
urday. The headof the family, aged forty- 
seven, gave his name as Mikal Gerrka, and 
talked fluently in cight languages. His 
home, be said, was “Alle welt unter hun- 
melsblan,” all the world under the heaven 
blue. Besides Gerrka there were in the party 
his wife, forty years old, three daughters, 
18, 7 — old respectively, and two 
sons, 15 il years of They brought 
with them a queer-looking wagon, 
house and only home of the family. The 
wagon was taken into the open court of the 
garden. and sackcloth awnings were stretch- 
ed from the top nearly to the ground on all 
sides, thus forming the only shelter under 
which the gypsies could feel at home. Here 
they passed Saturday night. Sunday 
morning the man and his wife went to New 
Jersey to buy a horse. They were warned 
to be on their guard against sharp traders, 
but the woman laughed and said that if 
anybody was sharp enough to fool them 
in a horse-trade he would be welcome 
to do so. The two returned in a few hours 
with a very fair-looking horse they had 
procured for $25, and after the woman 
made a little money by telling the fortunes 
of a number of immigrants and others, the 
horse was harnessed to the wagon, and the 
wanderers set out for the western plains. 
Tbis morning the Castle Garden authori ies 
were surprised to see them return. T. ey 
aanounced that they would stay in the gar- 
den and await the next steamer for France. 
Gerrka said that they hsd penetrated 
thirty-seven nmiles into Jersey, and America 
had failen so low in his estimation that he 
had decided to leave. From the very start 
crowds of men, women and children had 
followed them with hoots and yells, and 
when they got out into the country they were 
called children steaiers, and were threat- 
ened and even stoned. A few friendly per- 
sons had to stand guard over them, Monda 
night, to shield them from violence. If 
this was the treatment they were to receive 
bere they ceuld not hope to escape starva- 
tion. The man to-day deposited a sum of 
money with Dancan, Sherman & Co, and 
to-morrow will visit the Austrian consul 
and make a complaint to him. As the 
family was returning to Castle Garden they 
were noticed by ietor of a muse- 
um, who offered (them $30 a week and 
board and lodging —— themselves at 
his place. Gerrka ref the offer con- 
temptuously, saying he could earn $308 
weak at his trade, which he described as 
that of a tin and silver smith, and that 
his wife could earn as much more telling 
fortunes.

One reason why Keene makes no impres~ 
sion on the street, said my lively informant, 
is thathe is notan American. He imitates 
the English in everything, and that soon 
puts a man in business pretty well down in 
this city. He goes down town in the morn- 
ing with English clotheson him. He ties 
his necktie at intervals all through the day. 
Asearly as7o’clock in the evening you 
find him in full dress around the cafes with 
a white tie and white gloves, conveniently 
near; old Gould goes along with an anx- 
ious eye, as if he had an invisible bag of 
old clothes on his back and was a master 
yag-man. Now, said my informant, I don’t 
take any stock in these stories, that any of 
these big speculators are patient collectors 
of details in their big operations. They 
get in the rut of a speculation and 
go right on with it inattentive 
to information. ~ They have no time 
to get any other information, except that 
which comes from their instinct, and if a 
man tries to take his brains into Wall 
street to operate, be is sure to lose money.

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ROBERT AUGUST BEALL 


And His USBrilliant Though Short 
Career. 
Written for The Constitution. 

Amongst the young men of the legisla- 
ture of 1825, and who subsequently be- 
came distinguished in the state, was 
Robert Augustus Beall. He represented 
the county of Twiggs. He was nota na- 
tive Georgian, but was reared in the 
state from his earliest infancy. ite was 
born in Prince George county, Maryland, 
on the 16th day of November, 1800. His 
father moved to Georgia in 1808, and set- 
tled in Warren county, where his son 
tobert was reared. At the common 
schools of the county young Beal! re- 
ceived the rudiments of an education, 
and in his fifteenth year was sent to Ka- 
leigh, North Carolina, where he com- 
pleted his education. Returning to 
Georgia, he studied law in the office of 
Jadge Montgomery, in the city of Au- 
gusta, and was admitted to the bar soon 
after he was twenty, years of age, and 
immediately located in the county of 
Twiggs, at Marion, then the county site, 
and formed a partnership with Judge 
Thomas Holt, then a prominent ‘member 
of the bar. On the promotion of General 
Holt to the judgeship of the superior 
court, in 1824, to fill the vacancy occa- 
sioned by the resignation of the Hon. 
Thomas W. Harris, young Beall, by ‘ex- 
ecutive appointment, succeeded Judge 
Holt as solicitor for the district. Already 
he had become prominent as a lawyer, 
and especially as an advocate, and 
was viewed as one of _ the 
rising young men of the state. 
Young men who, in early life, make 
their mark as possessing high abilities, 
are generally envied by those less favored 
by nature, or who are less appreciated 
by the people. Their conductis watched 
and more closely scrutinized and with 
much less charity than is awarded to 
those less prominent. Every young man 
of abilities, especially in a democratic 
government, where all are equal and all 


dependent solely upon themselves, and 
who aspire to political distinction, is sure 
to cross the path and jostle some other 
aspirant, and to’excite the envy and fre- 
cuently the bitterest rivalry and hate. 
To be distinguished by public approba- 
tion above his compeers makes hima 
conspicuous mark for their rivalry and 
concentrate their efforts to disappoint 
his ambition. 

Robert Augustus Beall was not an ex- 
ception to this rule. His abilities were 
of a very high order, and his ambition 
was aspiring. There were at the time 
very many young men of a high order of 
talent in the state. These were mainly 
members of the bar. Political excite- 
ment was at white heat throughout the 
state, and there were no neutrais in poli- 
tics. Everyone had to choose between 
the contending parties, and the most ex- 
citing rivalry existed between these. 
Young Beall was ambitious, full of 
genius and an enthusiastic partisan, 
and was envied by those of correspond- 
ing ambition of his own party, 
and cordially disliked by his opponents. 
The excentricities of an exalted genius 
are proverbial. These lead to impru- 
dences, and these to ungenerous criti- 
cisms, often as void of truth as of charity. 
Beall was a man of rare genius—ardent 
in his temperment and fearlessly brave, 
and of course had positive friends and 
implacable enemies. The county of his 
residence politically was almost equally 
divided, and there were many strong 
men on both sides; prominent among 
these were the Wimberlys and the 
Glenns, and every election for every office 
in the gift of the people was closely con- 
tested, in the midst of great excitement. 
[n these contests young Beall was ex- 
ceedingly active, and efficiently so. His 
suavity of manners, persuasive eloquence 
in conversation and declamation, com- 
manded equally the attention and respect 
of all with whom he came in contact. 
He was winning an enviable position in 
the estimation of the people, not only of 
his county, but of the entire state. Sach 
& man, at such an lage, was not long 
without enemies. The ardor and im- 
prudences of youthful genius too fre- 
qdently leads to unguarded expressioas 
1 opinions affecting some one or another, 
who are on the watch foran opportunity 
to assail their author; and Beall soon 
iound a foe as ambitious as himself, and 
juite as brave,in Thomas Mitchell, of 
his own county. 

At the dinner table of Martin Harden, 
Beall spoke freely and bitterly of Mitch- 
ell. This found the willing ear of Mitch- 
ell; the consequence was a challenge to 
the field of honor. This was promptly 
accepted, and a meeting was had. Two 
shots were exchanged, when the inter- 
ference of friends terminated the con- 
flict, and uninjured the parties leit the 
tield.. Mitchell was a South Carolinian, 
ind was known to be a dangerous foe, 
and there was intense excitement 
amongst the friends of Beall, fearing a 
iatal termination to this affair, and there 
was much rejoicing when it was known 
that it Mad resulted as it did. 

It is the fashion of the world to con- 
demn the practice of dueling; at the 
same time to commend personal courage 
as the chiefest of manly attributes. There 
is no test of this more conclusive than 
the risk of life in single combat; rather 
than submit to insult or the imputa- 
tion of dishonor. This position may or 
may not be true, but the world accepts 
it as such, and honors him who will 
promptly, in open combat and on equal 
terms, meet hisenemy. After this meet- 
ing with Mr. Mitchell, no one doubted 
the chivalrous bravery of Beall, and his 
popularity with his people was firmly es- 
tablished. It was known that he would 
defend his honor and sustain his words 
at the hazard of his life, and consequent- 
ly no one assailed the ome or questioned 
the other. 

Soon after this conflict he was put for- 
ward by his party, as a candidate for the 
legislature, to represent the county of 
Cwiggs. He was defeated by Robert 
Glenn, the strongest man of the oppos- 
ing party in the county. Before the 
meeting of the iegislature a vacancy oc- 
curred, caused by the resignation of Moses 
Fort, one of the members elected for the 
county. Young Beall was again nomi- 
nated to fill this vacancy and was elected. 
Chis was in 1825, and his boyish appear- 
ance created inthe minds of many a 
doubt as to his being the man of such 
genius and ability as fame had heraided 
him to be. Much was expected of him 
by those who knew‘him, but they had 
only seen him in competition with ordi- 
nary men,and f the effect of the 
competition of such men as he found in 
the legislature. The talent of the state 
was there; her great men were around 
him, representing both armen There 
was Duncan G. Campbell and William 
Law, old and experienced men, famous 
for abilities, and equally so as men of 
rare oratorical powers. There was Jo- 
seph H. Lumpkin, the Ajax talisman of 
the youth of the state, and B. Brailsford 
and Charlies Dougherty, and Nathan 
pete os all ot admitted abilities, and 
extensively known. To win a triumph 
in conflict with such menas these in de- 
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thongh always imperious and fervid in | 


_declamation, never lost control over the 
exerting suggestions of his genius, but 
mouiied these with a ripe and control- 

‘ing jadgment. Beall, in his happiest 

moods, resembled much the immortal! 
| Prentiss, but it was only at times and for 
a few moments was he equal to the lofty 
and continual flights of genius of this 
world’s wonder. In many things these 
two remarkable men were alike—both 
lived upon excitement and both were 
influenced by the etheriality of their 
natures to find this excitement through 
the same means. Both were equally 
generous, equally brave and equally 
improvident, careless of the future and 
prodigal of the present, despising the 
dull routine of every-day life, but al- 
ways seeking and loving the scenes of 
excitement, and were never so happy as 
in the forum oron the hustings, sur- 
rounded by the excited multitudes and 
stimulating this excitement to phrenzy 
with an eloquence which seemed almost 
superhuman. In the absence of these 
they would seek it at the gaming table or 
in the intoxicating draught. Sach fiery 
souls burn up their miserable tenements 
and pass away ere yet they have reached 
the ten o’clock of life’s little day. 

Beall was re-elected to the ‘legislature 
in 1826, and continued to increase his 
reputation by his efforts, and before the 
end of his term was ranked amongst the 
first men of the state. He continued to 
practice law, but he worried of its 
drudgery and despised the labor. neces- 
sary to excelience, and relied too much 
upon his native powers and the prompt- 
ings of his genius. When the import- 
ance of a case demanded careful prepa- 
ration, he would goabout it with an 
energy and zeal apparently foreign to his 
nature, and it was certainly at variance 
with his habits, but when he did come 
into court prepared, or entered the 
forum, it was to astonish all who wit- 
nessed his efforts. In depth of sensi- 
bility and exalted passion, constituting 
the soul of genius, he was the equal of 
any man of hisday. And in these par- 
ticulars he was likened to Lord Byron, 
but certainly more resembled Prentiss. 
The highest order of genius in the ab- 
sence of the other attributes of greatness 
is frequently the cause of great unhappi- 
ness, a8 manifested ia the character and 
career of Sheridan, Byron and Shelley. 
It was equally so in that of John Ran- 
dolph, ‘thomas Marshall, S. 8S. Prentiss 
and Robert Augustus Beall. Their 
thoughtsand feelings etherialized, lifts the 
soul above the realities of life, driven to 
encounter these disappointments de- 
pression follows, and a _e gloomy 
melancholy ensues, and these ail- 
ternate excitements and depressions 
wear out the vitality. of the physical 
man, and all such either die soon or eke 
out a wasted, drivelling life in debasing 
dissipation. Byron spoke from the heart 
when he said: “Genius, thou art a fatal 
gift.” His sad experience attested its 
truth; and sodid that of Beall. 

In his twenty-seventh year he had so 

established his reputation as an orator 

and statesman that the states rights par- 

ty nominated him for congress to fill a 

vacancy. He was opposed by General 

Glascock, and was defeated by a very 

small majority. The vote was by general 

ticket, and the canvass was closely and 
warmly contested. 

It was at the anti-tariff meeting of 

1832, and subsequently at the great state 
rights meeting in 1833 at Milledgeville, 
that his wonderful powers were; conspic- 
uously displayed. This was the most 
remarkable convention ever held in 
Georgia, and was composed of her very 
ablest citizens. The Honorable Cbristo- 
pher B. Strong presided, and A. B. Long- 
street acted as secretary. There were in 
that convention A. 8. Clayton, W. H. 
Crawford, Wm. C. Daniel, Seaborn Jones, 
Richard W. Habersham, D. P. Hillhouse, 
Sant Rockwell, A. H. Chappell, George 
H. Young, General Augustus Beal), Col- 
onel Newton, Charles Dougherty and 
General Eli Warren; and these constitu- 
ted a committee to prepare resolutions 
expressive of the views of the 
state. Every one of these gentlemen 
was eminent in the state for abilities, 
high character, and their public service 
in the various departments of the state 
government. All of these, with the ex- 
ception of that noble old patriot, and 
conspiculously good man, General War- 
ren, are in the grave, and every one of 
them has left a proud name to posterity. 
Beall was the youngest man upon that 
committee, and every man upon it recog- 
nized him as equal in all that makes a 
man, 
At that time there was opening to him 
the dawn of a brilliant future. He had 
been elected a brigadier of militia, ap- 
pointed the governy,.’s aid, proud posi- 
tions in the state at that time; honored by 
the confidence of the people of his 
country, and admitted by all to be second 
in abilities to no man inthe state. He 
had married an heiress, had rewnoved to 
Macon,and was at the head of the bar 
in his new home. His for- 
tune consisted in a large plan- 
tation, and a great number of ne- 
groes. He knew nothing of planting, 
and did not give it that attention which 
then made that speciesof property profit- 
able. Its management was trusted to 
others. And very soon it was 
embarrassed with debt. In_ the 
meantime he had contracted habits 
destructive of his best interests, pecu- 
niarily and politically. His domestic 
relations were not what they should have 
ween. Hegrew somber and neglected 
his business, which soon went to ruin. 
He sold his plantation and recklessly 
wasted the proceeds, and suffered the 
light of his God-like genius to fade into 
darkness, and like so many of the chil- 
dren of genius, he in his adversity came 
to despise the world. His passion for 
gaming was his ruin, as it was that of 
Prentiss. This incites to other damaging 
dissipations, and in the vortex of these 
was swallowed up agenius—in these two 
wonderful creations—meant to enlighten 
the world, Early in 1836 his constitution 
gave way and on the 16th of July of that 
year he died at 36 years of age. 

His death produced a deep sensation 
throughout the state. 

The genius of Lumpkin and that of 
Beall has often been compared, the one 
with the other, and as often pronounced 
to be of the same order, when, in truth, 
they were exceedingly unlike. That of 
Lumpkin was warm and full of pathos, 
suggestive of tenderness and deep sym- 
pathy. Beali’s was deeply emotional and 
full of fire, easily excited, aggressive and 
defiant. Lumpkin tenderly solicited. 
Beall authoratively demanded. neon 
kin led; Beall drove; both equaliy 
moved their andience, Lumpkin to tears, 
Beall to wrath. 

But if the occasion required, he could, 
with an almost whispered eloquence, 
touch and move the tenderest chords of 
the human heart. This Lumpkin always 
did; but he could not arouse the fiery 
passions and invoke to wrath his hearers, 
as was Beall’s wont and Beall’s power 
when he felt the same aroused in his 
own nature. He was better acquainted 
with the human heart than Lumpkin, 
and he knew how to awaken its passions 
in answer to his own. His genius was 
of afiner mould than that of Lum 
kin’s, and capable of extremes of feel- 
ing, which was not in the nature of 
Lumpkin. But he was deficient in that 
judgment, eminently Lumpkin’s, which
